The Treatment of Rheumatism. 


M. SCHIRMAN, M.D. 


Professor of Nervous Diseases, California Medical College. Secretary San Francisco 
County Society Physicians and Surgeons. 


Acute rheumatism is a systemic 


fever, the immediate pathological 


cause is the presence in the blood of 
a poisonous material, produced within 
the system by some disturbance of the 
nutritive and eliminatory processes. 
This is generally presumed to be an 
ingredient of one of the ordinary ex- 
cretions only existing in excess, which 
ihe results of experiment have shown 
(o be lactic acid. 
Rheumatism may be hereditary, 
also climate and season have consid- 
erable influence; the affection occur- 
ing mainly in temperate, but very 
noist climates, where there are sud- 
ten changes in temperature. It is far 
iess common in very cold countries 
and in the tropics. 
Poynton and Payne, Wasserman, 


Singer and Plimmer claim the dis- 
ease to be bacterial infection, and 
have recently described diplococci in 
the blood of persons who have died of 


acute rheumatism, but their evidence 


does not seem conclusive. 


Dr. Praut first suggested that the 
presence of a superabundance of lac- , 
tic acid in the system was the cause 


of rheumatism, a view which has been 
since entertained by many. Dr. Haig 
is the leading advocate of the uric 
acid theory, and I am of the same 
opinion. 

The skin is the great eliminator of 
lactic acid and as cold is the chief 
exciting cause of rheumatism, also 
bad or insufficient nourishment may 
lead to an increased formation of this 
acid, and cold to its defective excre- 
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tion and the combined influence may 
cause a large accumulation in the 
blood. 

Rheumatism is a constitutional dis- 
ease attended with febrile disturbance, 
and jwith inflammation of structures 
in and around the joints, and often 
of other organs of the body especially 
of the connective tissue group. The 
disease is not infectious. The inflam- 


mation does not lead to suppuration, 
does not lead to deposits of urates of — 


soda, is shifting in character and al- 
together peculiar. 


The temperature in most cases. 


ranges from 100° to 104° F. The 
stationary period varies greatly in 
duration ; there is generally a consid- 
erable difference between morning 
and evening temperature. The im- 
plicated joints may indicate a higher 
temperature than the other parts. 
-Detervescence is gradual and indefi- 
nite in most cases. Irregularities in 
temperature are very common in rheu- 
matic fever even without the influence 
of any complications, and the latter 
are often not indicated by the ther- 
mometer in this disease. Often there 
is a disproportion between the tem- 
perature and the pulse. 

Prognosis: Mild cases may yield 
to treatment within ten days, the 
more severe often persist six weeks or 
longer; most cases recover, it is very 
seldom that any very permanent in- 
jury is produced, unless the patient 
is otherwise out of health and the 


rheumatic inflammation becomes the 


exciting cause of other serious and 
destructive action. Hyperpyrexia, 
pneumonia and the more severe in-

flammation of the heart make the 
prognosis more grave. Chorea is also 
to be considered a highly dangerous 


complication especially when associ- 


ated with dysphagia. Yet I have 
seen recovery to take place when these 
were present. 

Treatment: The indications for 
managing a case of rheumatic fever 
are these: 1. To study the general 
comfort of the patient and to protect 
in every possible way from exposure. 
2. To use all measures to prevent the 


internal parts from becoming in- 


volved. 3. Encourage free excretions. 
4. Remove or neutralize the poison 
inthe blood. 5. Attend to the joints. 
6. Relieve othersymptoms. 7. Treat 
complications as they arise. 

Rest is paramount. | 

A patient suffering from acute artic- 
ular rheumatism should be put to bed 
in a well ventilated room at an even 
temperature (65° to 70° F) free from 
draughts. Let him wear a flannel 
nightgown; he must be put on a milk 
diet, farinaceous foods, gruels, light 
custards, vegetable soups, and soft 
boiled eggs. Meats, such as roast 
beef, beefstakes should be excluded: 
heavy broths, meat extracts, wines 
and liquor should not be allowed. 

Mechanical treatment will not de 
good in the inflammatory stage. ! 
use mechanical treatment in subacute 
and chronic cases—vibration, dry hot 
air, and electricity should be the treat- 
men. 
Medical treatment locally.—I have 
used the following liniment with good 
results :

These two liniments I have used for 
years in my practice and have not 
been disappointed. Internally I give 
macrotys, bryonia, colchicum, aco- 
nite, jaborandi, and rhus tox. In 
some cases these have done good 
sometimes, and often disappointed. 
Lately I have used spiroform with 
astonishing succes. 
This drug is comparatively new, it

The usual dose is 7!4 gr. five to six 
limes a day; it is a combination of 
salicylic acid and phenol; according 
to the formula the phenol serves as 
an antiseptic. The O- oxybenzoic 
acid is salicylic acid. Spiroform ac- 
cording to its composition, breaks up 
in the small intestines through the 
iction of the pancreatic juice. There 
's no disturbance of digestion no dis- 
agreeable after-effects. Of all the 
cases I have treated with spiroform in 
not one was there eny gastric symp- 
‘Ooms present. 

Here are a few cases treated entirely 
with spiroform with results so aston- 


ishing that I cannot help giving it to 
the profession. 7 
Case I. Mr. R., age 35, first clerk 
on ariver steamer. He was suffering 
so much with pain in the hip joint 
and thigh that he could scarcely get 
to the office. I put him on spiroform 
714 gr. tablets every three hours, he 
being constipated ordered large dose 
sulph. mag. before breakfast. Re- 
ported next day pain much less, could 
walk better, and had a good night’s 
sleep. Was cured in twelve days. © 
Case II. The patient is a man aged 
fifty ; has been suffering from chronic 
rheumatism for several years, which 
commences in the fall usually lasting 
all winter, but not confining him in- 
doors for more than two weeks; was 
called Nov. 26, and upon examination 
found the following symptoms: Pulse 


74, rather weak; a blowing murmur 


with the first sound loudest at the 
apex, which I think is from a previ- 
ous attack. Slight swelling at the 
ankle, but there is pain in all the 
joints more or less of an excentric 
character. Febrile symptoms very 
slight. Gave spiroform 714 gr. tab- 
lets every two hours. Dec. 1 much 
better; Dec. 3, severe pain again but 
the swelling gone; ordered spiroform 
every three hours; saw him again Dec. 
7, much better; came to my office Dec. 
10, very much improved; discharged 
cured, Dec. 20, just a little over three 
weeks. 

Case III. Mr. M., age 30, married; 
came to my office suffering from rheu- 
matism in his right elbow joint and 
left knee. He has had a similar at- 
tack two yearsago. The joint is very 
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painful, can hardly walk; gave him 
electric treatment and ordered spiro- 
form 71/4 gr. tablets every four hours 
during the day. 
cured in three weeks. 

Case IV. Mrs. R., age 50, rheu- 
matism in the ankles, could hardly 
walk; been suffering two months; 
sleeps very little, constant pain. Put 
her on spiroform 7/4 gr. tablets every 
four hours; next day very much 
better ; for her constipation gave large 
dose mag. sulph. night and morning. 
Continued to improve; she was dis- 
charged cured in two weeks. 

Case V. Mr. W., acute rheuma- 
tism, came to my office Dec. 6. He 
states pain is shifting; it started about 


two weeks ago in the right shoulder, | 


then it jumped to the left knee, then 
back again to the shoulder. Gave 


him spiroform 714 gr. tablets every | 
three hours. 


It worked wonderfully. 
He was discharged in one week, 
Dec. 14. | 

Case VI. Mr. King, from Hum- 


boldt Co., came for treatment Dec. 


27,1906. He states that he suffered 
on three former occasions from at- 
tacks of rheumatism. During his last 
attack, two years ago, he was treated 
in a hospital here, and it lasted seven 
weeks. The present attack came on 
a week ago with great severity; the 
pain was very severe in all the joints, 


but more so in the knees and ankle; 


pressure on the right shoulder and 
ankle causes considerable tenderness. 
Ordered dry hot air treatment thirty 
minutes each treatment, and put him 
on spiroform 7/4 gr. tablets every four 


hours; was discharged cured, Jan. 28.

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Case VII. Mr. W. F., age 35, car- 
penter, came for treatment Dec. 26. 


' He was suffering from acute rheuma- 


tism, two weeks ago, after exposure 
to cold; he was attacked by febrile 
symptoms and pain in his joints, 
which have continued up to this date. 
There is slight swelling on his righi 
hand and wrist, but the pain all over 
the joints are of an erratic character. 
He was given spiroform, gr. 7/4 every 
four hours; Dec. 29 no improvement; 
ordered spiroform, gr. 15 every three 
hours for three doses, then 7) gr. 
three hours. Jan. 2 he was very 
much better, improvement was dally, 


and was discharged Jan. 12. 


Case VIII. Mr. B. F., age 30, came 
to my office Jan. 30, suffering from 
pain across the back and chest, es- 
pecially on the right side. He is ex- 


‘tremely weak, and experienced great 


difficulty in breathing. Prescribed 
spiroform 714 gr. tablets every four 
hours ; was discharged Feb. to. 
These are a few cases taken at ran- 
dom from my case book, and I must 
say we have in spiroform almost a 
specific, and which does not affect 
the stomach.

It is a method of treatment that will 
clear up and cure many diseased con- 
ditions which seem to resist the indi- 
cated remedy; it should not be for- 
gotten in all obscure diseases. 

Dr. Hoyt says: 

‘“ How I wish I possessed sufficient 
command of language to paint in 
graphic colors all that is true regard- 
ing the beneficence of the apparently 
simple device of stretching the sphinc- 
ter muscle. When this muscle loses 
its ordination what a field of wicked- 
ness does it create. There are a mul- 
titude of distributed discords of reflex 
actions directly attributable to it and 
relieved by the simple procedure of 
stretching the sphincter.’’ 

There are two sphincter ani muscles, 
one is called the internal and the other 
the external. The external sphincter 
ani muscle lays just beneath the skin 
at the opening of the anus. It isa 
thin muscle elliptical in shape and is 


the anterior to the posterior extremity 
and about an inch in breadth. 

“Tt arises from the tip and back of 
the coccyx by a narrow tendinous band 
and from the superficial fascia in front 
of that bone, and is inserted into the 
central tendinous point of the perinz- 
um joining with the transversus peri- 
nze1, the levator ani, and the accelera- 
tor urine.’’

Rectal Dilatation. 


BY JOHN ALBERT BURNETT, DEAN SPRING, ARKANSAS. 


The nerve supply of this muscle is 
from the anterior division of the fourth 
sacral and the inferior hemorrhoidal 
branch of the internal pudic. As this 
muscle is supplied and operated by 
the cerebro-spinal system of nerves it 
is under control of will power. 

The action of this muscle is pecu- 


liar: 1. It is, like other muscles, al- 


ways in a state of tonic contraction, 
and having no antagonistic muscle, it 
keeps the anal orifice closed. 2. It 


can be put into a condition of greater 


contraction under the influence of the 
will so as to occlude more firmly the 


anal aperture in expiratory efforts un- — 
connected with defecation. 3. Taking 


its fixed point at the coccyx it helps 
to fix the central point of the peri- 
nzeum so that the accelerator urinz 
may act from this fixed point.’ 
(Gray.) 

The internal sphincter muscle is 


about two lines in thickness and of. 


involuntary circular fibres. Its tex- 
ture is not as course as the external 
sphincter. The action of this muscle 
is involuntary. It cannot be governed 
by the will power as it is under con- 
trol of the great sympathetic nerve. 

I will quote as follows from my 
article, ‘‘ Dilation of the Rectum,’’ 
June, 1903, Medical Summary. 

‘<The sympathetic nervous system, 
the principal factor in health and dis- 
ease, controls all functions that are 
performed without the exercise of will 
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power, extends to the rectal muscle, 
and if we were to cut into the rectal 
muscle to these nerves and compress 
them, the patient so operated upon 


would gasp for breath, and if the pres- 
sure were continued breathing would 


cease and life would soon become ex- 
turbance of the sympathetic nerves, 
although they do not make themselves 
known in the language of pain, greatly 


disturbs the various functions of the 


body interfering seriously with its nu- 


trition, but very readily escaping the 


notice of the careless observer.’ Dr. 
C. H. Lanning said: ‘ No matter from 
what standpoint we start, the nervous 


system is the all-important structure 


in curing or preventing disease. 

When the sphincter muscle be- 
comes persistently tight it will cause 
some diseased condition by pressure 
on the nerve endings of the sympa- 


thetic nervous system, and it may be

to treat any disease is to first find the 
cause and then remove it, and in all 
cases where the sphincter muscle is 
contracted it should be dilatated. It 
is a plain fact that any one should - 


the sphincter muscle in all cases where 
it is contracted. When the sphincter 
ani is dilatated it removes pressure © 
upon the points of the sympathetic 
nerves that has been caused by the 
sphincter ani muscle being in a con- 
tracted condition, and such dilata- 
tion does not only restore nerve force 
in that part of the body but it stim- 
ulates the entire sympathetic nervous 
system which increases the vital 
forces and arouses all vital actions, 
and actions that may have been 
dormant for some time, caused by 
pressure. The blood forces through 
the arteries so as to flush the entire 
capillary circulation and the breath- 


In shock, such as caused by falls, 
drowning, fainting, chloroform, and 
various other thinzs nothing will re- 
lieve as quickly as dilatation of the 
sphincter ani muscle. 

In shortness of breath and smother- 
ing spells which many people have 
dilatation of the sphincter ani will 
arouse the vital forces and soon re- 
lieve the condition. An examination 
of the sphincter muscles is very im- 
portant in many diseased conditions 
and should never be neglected in all 
obscure chronic diseases. 
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Dr. S. H. Linn says: 

‘‘T do not regard the examination 
a case of insomnia, neuralgia, 
servous prostration , general debility, 
.. functional derangement of any one 
oy all of the organs of the body as 
thorough or complete without a care- 
ful exploration of the vias two or 
inches of the rectum.’’ 

The sphincter muscles are pliable 
and exceedingly elastic. They should 
permit the insertion of a finger when 
it is well oiled without causing any 
pain, and the insertion of two fingers 
at once should cause but little in- 


convenience to the patient. Uterine . 


hemorrhages have been controlled by 
rectal dilatation. It has proved bene- 
ficial in asthma, and is the best known 
remedy in chloroform necrosis. In 
congestive headaches, dysentery, dys- 
pepsia and hemorrhoids, dilatation of 
the sphincter has proved to be of 
great value. 

‘Dr. E. H. Pratt said: 

‘There is but one direct means by 
which man’s physical being is devel- 
oped by which it is maintained in 
normal condition, and when broken 
down by which it is restored to a con- 
dition of health. Hence there is one 
chief thing to which the various 
measures employed for the relief of 
vodily ills should be directed.

processes are of necessity initiated. 


‘Remove the cause of congestion and 
nature restores the normal con- 


ditions.’’ | 
The terminal nerves of the sympa- 


thetic nervous system when deranged 


by pressure caused by contracted con- 


dition. of the sphincter muscles are 


the cause of congestion in some part 
of the body, and from it proceeds all 
forms of organic disease. 

Dr. S. H. Linn, of Rochester, N. Y.., 
says: 

‘“ Diseases of the lower portion of 
the intestinal canal are exceedingly 


common. ‘There is probably no one 


organ or locality of the human body 
so subject to variety and complexity 
of diseased conditions as this.

Why the vast increase of this de--

-plorable and awful disease expression 
Gentlemen, it can be answered in one 


word=— Vaccination. I know of several! 


cases of idiopathic leprosy which we 
are certain were the direct result of 
vaccination. We have cured several 
cases of this character, and although 
the danger of communicating leprosy 
by vaccination has been admitted in 
official and other reports of the/British 
and French medical societies one 
finds it exceedingly difficult /to get at 
the facts.

There are in Russia 
hundreds, yes thousands of cases in 
hiding, and in Norway the same con- 
ditions prevail, and the relatives and 


friends of the unfortunates do their 


utmost to conceal these cases from 
the public eye. This: condition of 
affairs prevails all over the world, 
wherever leprosy maintains, and that 
is everywhere, as it is found in all 
climes and all countries, and vastly 
on the increase in countries where 
compulsory vaccination prevails.

policy. to do. or say anything that 
would throw discredit upon vaccina- 
tion. It is scarcely necessary to re- 
mind other students that there never 


has been a scarcity of medical: con-. 


coctions which have held out: sim- 


ilar promises. Smallpox inoculation, 


which, according to Dr. Moore, ‘cost 
the world millions of lives, was almost 
universally accepted by the profession 


for the best part of a century as a dis- 
covery ‘‘highly beneficial to man- 


kind,’’ and it probably would not 


have been difficult if it had been 
originally an English discovery to 
have obtained a munificent grant 
from parliament and probably to have 
persuaded the British Government to 


make it obligatory and universal. 


‘The practice of cupping and bleed- 


ing was in vogue: for at least three > 


hundred years and the indiscriminate 
use of huge doses of mixed and nox- 
ious nostrums for nearly as long a 
period. Jenner received nearly $150,- 
ooo from the British Government on 


his explicit assurance that vaccina- 


tion would make an end of smallpox. 
Has it done 


The facts are that the statistics 


brought forward before the Royal 
Vaccination Commission in London, 
statisticians and able pathologists 
abundantly show that while it has 
had no effect in diminishing either 
sporadic or epidemic smallpox, it has 
been, and is,:a prolific source of the 
spread of inoculable maladies, such 
as various skin diseases, pyzemia, 
eczema, phlegmon, and notably lep- 
rosy, syphilis, and tuberculosis. _ 
Gentlemen, remember that in order 
for the pathogenic bacteria to thrive 


you must have suitable culture media. 


Well, given the proper physiological 
and physio-pathological conditions, 
and by vaccination you produce a 
pathological disturbance which brings 
into being suitable culture media for 


the production of such pathological 


conditions as the unfortunate victim’s 
personal condition may accredit him 
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with. Now then, given the proper 
culture media and with the presence 
of pathogenic bacteria everywhere 
and what is the result but a perfectly 


logical one, viz.: The development | 


of that form of pathogenic bacteria 
and preponderance of that form of 


pathogenic bacteria most highly fav- 


ored by the media developed. Right 
in this connection I want to say that 
the cases of tetanus developed from 
vaccination within the last three years 
are the direct and logical outcome of 
the conditions above enumerated and 
not to impure vaccine, for in the name 
of Almighty God no man would dare 
to even think that the people who are 
preparing vaccine would be guilty in 
the light of our present knowledge 
and understanding, of sending out 


material which was obtained from an 


animal afflicted with tetanus. No, 
brother, by all meansno. The correct 
hypothesis, then, can only be based 
upon the theory of the transmuta- 


tion of cellular form due to physio- 


pathological chemical changes in the 
electro-potential of the somatic cells 
and the direct inoculations from bac- 


teria always present in atmospheric 
air, as the true cause of the disease 


expression present in those cases, for 


it goes without saying that the most 


careful methods were employed when 
the vaccine was used, and our regu- 
lar (?) allopathic friends are good 
men and are not to be condemned for 
doing as they have been taught to do, 
but let us all do a little thinking, 
even as regular (?) eclectic phy- 
sicians. Let us be. men and accept 
the truth everywhere. There is some 


_good to be derived from vaccination 


if it were practical to carefully, sys- 
tematically, and continuously carry 
out the idea in a given case, until 
thorough individual immunity were 
established ; but the susceptibility to 
other disease expression being mark- 
edly increased as we all know that it 
is even to pneumonia and all other 
pulmonary lesions, let alone the other 
disease expressions first enumerated, 
the method of procedure must of ne- 
cessity be most thoroughly condemned 
to oblivion by all thinking physicians 
and surgeons as a relic of barbarism 
not to tolerated in this wonderful age. 
Certainly those of us who professedly 
are advanced thinkers, who realize 
that our very existettcce depends on 
the circulation through the nervous 


system of that mode of motion known 


and recognized as electricity and its 
ultimate neutralization into the per- 
fect potential of true primary ether 
in the formation of the true somatic 
body cells, and the binding together of 
the ions and anions of matter into the 


wonderful delicate and intricate forms 


which are again compiled to make 
the wonderful mechanism of the hu- 
man body. Certainly to such of us 
as understand the various processes 
by which anabolism, katabolism and 
metabolism in general are carfied on. 
I say to those of us who understand 
the physiological, chemical, metalipsy 
of the human body as a whole the 
idea of vaccination becomes repug- 
nant in the extreme both as a thera- 
peutic procedure, and as a panacea 
for the prevention of disease expres- 
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For the throat ulcers in tubercular 
leprosy apply the following treatment: 
Phenol, 95% oz. i, tr. iodine, U.S. P. 
oz. i., Lloyd’s colorless hydrastis, q.s. 
iv. Take wood applicators (they can 
be burned) and wrap pieces of cotton 


around them saturate with the solu- 
tion, swab out the throat, then apply 
through nasal apertures passing swab 
as you would a catheter. Do this 
once daily, the ulcers will heal. 


Some New Urinary Tests. 


A SENSITIVE TEST FOR ALBUMIN. 
—lLaboratory students recent years 
have devoted much attention to the 
discovery of more exact methods of 
urinalysis, and many new and im- 
proved tests have been brought to light 
in this way. Others have been hit 
upon accidentally. Though many of 
these newer methods will doubtless 
prove of considerable value to the 
chemical expert, few of them can ever 
be utilized by the general practitioner 
on account of the technicalities in- 
volved. However, reports of the dis- 
covery of more sensitive urinary tests 

are always received with interest by 
the physician, especially those relat- 
ing to the detection of albumin or 
sugar. 

Among the various new albumin 
tests appearing in medical literature 
during the past year, one of no little 
importance is that reported by A. Tog- 
netti in one of the Italian journals 
(Gazetta degli Ospedali, Milan, Vol. 
XxviI, No. 51), the significance of 
which depends not so much on its 
greater practicability, as upon the fact 
tuat by its employment a mere /race 


of albumin is shown.  Inshort, Tog- 
netti’s report is entitled to recognition 
owing to the extremely sensitive re- 
agent he has discovered. 

He describes his method as follows: 
To a given quantity of urine add an 
equal quantity of alcoholic solution of 
tannin (twenty grains of tannin in 


three oz. of go per cent. alcohol). 


Heat as usual. Then add one-half 
the quantity of 33 per cent. hydro- 
chloric acid in water. If albumin is 
present, a yellowish white precipitate 
is formed. 

The above test is not only simple 


and easily applied, but is the most _ 


delicate that the physician can employ. 
Unlike the ordinary heat and acid test, 
it is not disturbed by anything except 
bile. In utilizing this method, there- 
fore, if jaundice is present the bile 
must be removed first by the usual 
Grocco method ; 1. e., addition of gla- 


cial acetic acid in the proportion of | 


one-fortieth the volume of urine. 
One great advantage to be derived 


from this method of analysis is the 


possibility of detecting minute quan- 
tities of albumin which would other- 
wise be overlooked. Its employment 
is recommended in those cases show- 
ing a trace of albumin and no casts, 
and which are prone to eventually 
develop true nephritis. 
EXAMINATION FOR LEAD. siden of 
the novel urinary examinations re- 
ported within the year is that of Lev- 
erer ( Jour. Amer. Aled. Asso., July 14, 
1906 ) for the detection of lead. While 


the usual lead tests have been consid- 


sidered rather too complicated for the 
use of the general physician, this 
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author claims for his new method, not 
only simplicity, but rapidity and ac- 
curacy. It is as follows: 
urine is placed in a lead-free dish and 


two teaspoonfuls of pure concentrated 


sulphuric acid is added. Heat this 
mixture carefully over a Bunsen bur- 
ner. Then add six drachms of potas- 
sium persulphate and concentrate the 
resulting mixture to one-half pint. 


Should it become cloudy add a small 


amount of sulphuric acid; and, if it 
darkens, add a few grains of the per- 
sulphate. Let the mixture cool and 
add one-half-pint of alcohol (go vol. 
_percent.). Allow the mixture to stand 
four hours in a cool place. 

In the above mixture the lead pre- 
cipitates as an insoluble sulphate; 
consequently, filter through a quanti- 
tative filter paper. 
chloric acid and then with fluoric acid 
and wash out the dish with alcohol 
and run the washing through the filter. 
Now punch a small hole in the filter 
paper with aclean rod. Wash off both 
the filter paper and rod with about 
three drachms of distilled water. Take 
this water, heat over a Bunsen burner 
and add crystals of sodium acetate 
until: the solution, and trans- 
parent. “Cool. Pass. hydrogen sul- 
phide through the water; a yellowish 
brown discoloration means lead. Asa 
comparison, pass some hydrogen sul- 
phide through distilled ‘water. The 
quantity found in the sample exam- 
ined can be determined by comparing 
with solutions of lead of a known 
strength. Lederer claims the test to 
be accurate for less than 0.000002 
orain of lead.

- As traces of lead may be found in 
the urine before visible signs appear 
elsewhere, it will be seen that this test 
is of clinical value in suspected cases 
of chronic lead poisoning, by whatso- 
ever means and from whatsoever 
source. 

Test For INDICAN.—The best of 
the newer tests of indican is reported 
in another one of the great German 
weekly medical journals—/M/unenchener 


medicin. Wochenschrift, Aug. 15, 1905. 


It is known as ‘‘ Gruber’s Osmic Acid 
Test,’’ and is: performed as follows: 
To some urine in a test tube a double 
quantity of strong hydrochloric acid 
is added, followed by two or three 
drops of a one per cent. osmium solu- 
tion. The mixture is shaken. Almost 
immediately the urine turns to a vio- 
let color if indican is present, or even 
to a blue-violet or blue color, accord- 
ing to the amount. Though the os- 
mium solution be in excess it does not 
injure the test. The indigo blue may 
be removed by shaking with chloro- 
form as in the Obermayer test. ‘As — 
a precautionary measure, if the ue 
is concentrated or highly colored, 
should be clarified with acetate Cf 
lead. 

In the same German medical journal 
(Nov. 28, 1905) a new ‘‘ fermenta- 
tion’’ test for sugar is described as 
determined by means of an instru- 
ment, known as the ‘‘ Wagner Fer- 


mentation Saccharo-Manometer.’’ In 


this instrument the mercury rises and 
the percentage of sugar, under the 
temperature conditions, may be read 
off the scale.—Neuw England Medical 
Monthly.

Editorial. 


THE NEW MEDICAL LAW. 


The new medical law is a wonder- 


ful production. Had it originated in 


Napa or Stockton it could not be 
a greater curiosity. No wonder there 
is agitation to remove the Capitol to 
a more sane locality: 

This law goes into effect the first 
| day of May. The Governor is made 

the tail of the kite of the medical 
| societies. They select twenty-two 
names from which he selects the 
eleven, who constitute the Board of 
Medical Examiners: ‘The Governor 
of the State is restricted in his ap- 
pointive power. He cannot select 
irom a body of four thousand phy- 
sicians, but must select from the 
list furnished by bodies representing 
about ten per cent: of the profession. 
No man who teaches medicine shall 
he eligible to sit with the chosen few. 
Anowledge, experience and capability 
ire not wanted. 

The qualifications of the Board are 
‘imple in the extreme. None of its 
embers are required to be citizens 
of this State, or of the United States. 
Uhey may be from the Rising Sun or 
‘ue Flowery Kingdom. They are not 
-upposed to know any practical med- 
icine, in fact as far as treating the 


sick or doing surgical work they 
might be eleven old maids. 
Applicants must pass an examina- 
tion in the fundamental branches of 
medicine, but are not required to know 
anything about the Practice of Medi- 
cine, Materia Medica, Therapeutics 
or Surgery. If this is not absurd it 
is at least curious. Students will 
cram on stich subjects as they are to 
pass before the State Board to the 
neglect of the all-important subjects 
of medicine and surgery. 
The latter portion of section seven- 
teen is a puzzle—‘‘ Nor shall this act 
be construed as to discriminate against 


any particular school of medicine, or 


surgery, or osteopathy, or any other 
system or mode of treating the sick 
or afflicted or to interfere in any way 
with the practice of religion, provided 
that nothing herein shall be held to 
apply or to regulate any kind of treat- 
ment by prayer.” 
‘The healers, the Christian scientists 
and all others who disregard medical 
science may treat the sick and afflicted 
with impunity and immunity. Not 
subject to any medical regulations, 
but specially favored. No reason 
why their certificates should not be re- 


ceived by the Board of Health on the 
same footing as those of medical men. 


The best way to defeat a bad law is 


to enforce it. Let it be strictly en- 
forced and the next legislature will 
undo what this one has done, if the 
Courts leave any part intact.

In fractures of the anatomical neck 
of the humerus, examine carefully for 
injuries of the brachial plexus. 


A primary tumor of the lateral ab- 
dominal region in infants and young 
children is usually a sarcoma of the 
kidney. 


Non-specific urethral discharges in 


young boys may be due to foreign 


bodies introduced while masturbating. 


Marked tenderness over the lower 
end of the radius, after traumatism, 
without deformity, is suspicious of 


fissure of the bone. Mobility or crep- | 


itus may be obtainable. 


In determining whether or not to 
operate after injuries to the head, a 
surgical judgment of the case is usu- 
ally better than one based strictly on 
the application of neurological rules. 


‘“‘ Keg shell crackle’’ elicited in pal- 
pating a tumor of the cranial bones is 
diagnostic of sarcoma originating in 
the diploe. 


The use of any considerable quan- 
tity of iodoformized gauze in the 
vagina involves the risk of a severe 
dermatitis of the vulva. 


Gradually increasing hoarseness in 
people past middle age, without defi- 
nite cause, and with a history of pain 
radiating to the ear, is suggestive of 
malignancy. 


Whenever we meet with a movable, 
sausage-shaped mass in the abdomen, 


with a history of chronicity, it is well 


to think of the possibility of its being 
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a case of hyperplastic tuberculosis of 
the intestine. This diagnosis will be 
rendered more suggestive if there are 
definite signs in the lungs.

In differentiating shock and con- 


cealed hemorrhage progressiveness of 


the symptoms is very significant of 
continued bleeding. 


In post-operative collapse if, after. 


studying the symptoms, there be any 


doubt whether the condition be due to 
shock or to concealed hemorrhage, 
the wound should be opened and 
bleeding sought for. 


In urgent cases a high tracheotomy 
should be performed, not a low trach- 
eotomy. The former can be done very 
rapidly; the latter requires consider- 
able dissection.
